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The Decree of Pope Innocewr the Eleventh, bearing 
date T hurſday the Second of «March, 1679. 


N the General Congregation of the Holy.and Univerſal Inquiſition of 
Rome, held inthe Apoſtolical Palace of the Vatican, in preſence of our 
 & Holy Father {»ncenr the Eleventh, by the Divine Providence, Pope ; 
as alſo of the moſt Eminenr and Reverend Lords the Cardinals of H. R-G. 
ſpecially deputed by the holy Apoſtolical See to be General Inquiltors a- 
gainſt Hereſie, in the whole Chriſtian Common: wealth. | 
Our Holy Father Pope Innocent the Eleventh aforeſaid diligently applying 
himſelf, to procure the Salvation of the Flock committed to his Charge b 
God himſelf ;- and deſirous to continue-and proſecute that wholeſome Rt 
(of diſtinguiſhing the poyſonous food of evil dorines from thoſe which are 
ſound and orthodox): begun by his Predeceflorof happy memory Alexander 
the Seventh, hath cauſed to be examihed by many Divines, a great number . 
of Propoſitions ; ſome of which were gathered out of divers Books, Theſes, 
or other Writings ; others lately invented ; all which he afterwards left.zo 
the Judgment ot the moſt Eminent and Reverend Lords the Cardinals, Ge- 
neral Inquiſitors againſt Heretical corruption. Which Propoſitions having 
been often diligently and exactly difcuſs'd, and his Holinefs having heard the 
ſence of the aforeſaid rhe moſt eminent Cardinals and other Divines ; the 
ſame-holy Father after a mature conſideration of the matter, bath at preſent. 
ordained and decreed, that theſe following Propoſitions, and every one of _ 
them taken as they lye ; ought to be condemned and forbidden, at:;the leaſt 
as ſcandalous,and dangerous to be practiſed ; and doth by thele preſents con- 
demn and'forbid them as ſuch. 'Nevertheleſs,ir is not his Holinels his intent © 
or meaning, that this Decree be ſo underſtood ; as that he dothiin any wiſe 
approve of their other Propoſitions, not expreſſed in the {aid:Decree ; or 
which are already, or ſhall hereafter be exhibited eo his Holineſs, in what 
manner, or from what part ſoever. TP

W hoſoever (of what condition, ſtate or dignity ſoever he be) ſhall main- 
tain or publiſh the forementioned Propoſitions, or any of them, either to- 
gether or fingly ; or ſhall any otherwiſe treat of them, in preachiog, or di- 
{pute, publickly or privately, than to refute them ; let him zpſo fa#o incur 
the excommunication of ſentence given : from which he cannot (except in 
the article of death) be abſolved by any other perſon, (of what dignity fo- 
ever he be) than by the Biſhop of Kowe which ſhall rhen be. 

Moreover, his Holineſs doth moſt ftriftly forbid all faithful Chriſtians, 
of what condition, dignity or ſtate foever they be; even perſons deſerving 
a molt ſagcial and peculiar deference ; In vertue of holy obedience, and un- 
der the Fhreat of God's dreadful Judgment, topur in practice all or any par- 
ticular of the aforeſaid opinions. | 

Laſtly,to the end to prevent envious contentions amongſt Dofors,School- 
men, and all others whatſoever ; and to preſerve peace and charity : the 
ſame holy Father commands them 1a vertue of holy obedience; that as well - 
in their printed Books and Manuſcripts, as in their Theſes, Diſputes, and 
Preachings, they forbear to cenſure or 6 pap: thoſe Propofitions, which 
are as yet controyerted amongſt Catholicks ; until his Holineſs have re ex- 


amined, and given his judgment of them.

Rely not on your own wiſdom, and be not wiſe in-your own conceit : he 
relies on his own wiſdom, that prefers. his owa Judgment before the De- 
*crees of the Fathers, in any thing he hath to ſay or do: and he is wiſe in 
his own conceit-which is puffed up with vanity, and exalts himſelf, as more 
knowing than others in things, which he may gain a true knowledge of by 
the inſtruction and reading of the Fathers: Venerable Beds expoſit. in cap. 
3. Proverbs. 

In as much as many Prieſts either out of negligence, or ignorance, have 
got a dangerous cuſtome of injoyning Penances in Confeſſion ; quite other- 
wiſe than they are bound to do by Canonical Conſtitutions ; to wit,. dire- 
ing themſelves by certain Treatiſes of Penance-writ by modern Caſviſts, 
contrary to the holy Canons; by which method they are fo far from healing 
the wounds of fin, that they rather increaſe them by a fatal lenity ; thus 
bringing that woe upon their heads,. which the Prophet forewarns them of, 
ſaying ; Woe be to thoſe, who ſow Cuſhions under Mens elbows, and put 
Pillows under their heads, : to deceive their Souls: We have therefore moſt 
wholſomly ordained with unanimous conſent, that every Biſhop in his own 
Diocels do carefully enquire aſter, and make diligent ſearch for all thoſe er- 
roneous Books ; and being found, cauſe them to be burnt ; that ignorant 
Prieſts may no longer uſe them, to the ruine of Mens fouls. Moreover, as 
concerning thoſe Prieſts, who by the corruption of gifts, or for love, fear 
or favour, do in impoſing Penances qualific the continuance or manner of 
them,aceording to the pleaſure and good liking of their Penitents; let them 
hear God's terrible threat, by the mouth af Ezechze! his Prophet, ſaying ; 
Thus faith our Lord God, becauſe you have ſpoken vanity, and ſeen lies ; 
therefore behold I am-agaioſt you faith the Lord God ; and mine hand ſhall 
be upon the Prophets that ſee vanity, and divine lies, they ſhall not be in the 
aſſembly of my People; neither ſhall they be written in the writing of the 
houſe of Iſ-ae/: neither ſhall they enter into the Land of Iſrae/; and ye (hall 
know that I am the Lord God ; becauſe they have ſeduced my People,ſaying 
Peace, and there was no peace .... and will ye pollute me among my Peo- 
ple for handfuls of Barley, and for. pieces of Bread to ſlay the Souls that 
ſhould not dye, and to fave the Souls alive that ſhould not live, by your ly- 
ing to my People that believe your lies? Exzechie/ 13.8, &c. Beſides, igno- 
rant Prieſts ought with all diligent care to-be inſtructed, by their reſpeQive 
Biſhops; both in the manner how they may diſcreetly examine their Peni- 
tents ſins, and injoyn due Penance for them, according to the preſcription 
of the Canons. Becauſe hitherto it hath wofully happened, through their 
jgnorance and careleſneſs ; that many heinous vices and diſorders have - 
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mained unpuniſhed and uncorreced : whence the ruine of. Souls mult cef- 
tainly enſue : The 6:h.

Having found that in many Churches of Spai» Men do Penance in an un- 
worthy profane manner, and not according to the Canons of the Church ; 
preſuming to demand abſolurion- of the Prieſts, as often as they are pleaſed 
ro fin: To bridle therefore and ſuppreſs ſo execrable a preſumprion, the holy 
Council commands, that Penances he injoyned according; to the form of the 
ancicat Canons ; Coxcil. Tofet, 3.) fub Petagio2-c. 11. | : 
It is evident that publick Penatice (which is neceſſary for the expiation of 
publick ſins) hath been waved, and 15 now almoſt aboliſh'd'ia the Church, 
meerly through the exculſeleſs negligence and ignorance of Prieſts : a pra- 
Rice nevertheleſs abſolutely neceflary, elpecially'in this deplorable Age, in 
which all forts of moſt heinous Vices reign in the World ; and have by cu- 
Gome ſo hardned Mens minds againſt all fenſe of ſhame, that the molt no- 
torious figs are (carce allowed to be faults: Cardinal Gropper in Inſt. cat. pag. 
231, Therefore we exhort all godly and learned Prieſts, that they dire& 
nothing in theſe weighty matcers by their own heads, bur that they follow

I beſeech and conjure all Prieſts and Miniſters of Chriſt, rhat they be not 
too remiſs and indulgent in —_— Penances ; for from thence it comes to 
pals, not only that all Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline is deftroy'd ; burallo it opens 
a Gate to Men, to- return without remorte to their former ſins ; for want of 
ſhame and horrour of their heinouſheſs: and this I perſwade my (elf is the 
only and principal cauſe of the-prefent lamentable ſtate, and almoſt entire 
ruine of Religaon: and that Men.do ſo ſhameleſly and inſolently give thent- 
ſelves up to all ſorts of Vices, without the leaſt token of Chriſtiaa Modeſty.

Whoſbvever knows any of theſe ſins to reign in hitn, to wit, murther, ſa- 
criledge, adultery, falſe witnels, robbery, theft, pride, envy, covetouſnels, 
ſlandering, laſting wrath, drunkenneſs, &«. if he labour not to blot it out 
by a long and laborious penance, and to give large alms, and utterly to avoid 
it, ke cannot be purged by this tranſitory fire ot which the Apoſtle ſpeaks;

It belongs to the Prieſt to judge the manner of the Penitents confeſſion, 
the meaſure of his Gghs and tears, in labouring to correc himſelf, and to 
fatisfie for his ſins ; and nor ro abſolye him, until he hart fern all perform'd 
proportionably to his fins. - 

To which new ſtate of Innocency we cannot be reſtored(inthe Sacrament 
of Penance) without abundant tears and great labour; God's juſtice fo re- 
quiriog it: ſo that the Sacrament of Penance 1s by the holy Fathegg rightly 
call'd, a laborious Baptiſm : Concil. Trident. ſet. 14. c. 2%. 

There are very few who by this penitential labour. riſe again after their 
fall; who are heal'd after their wounds ; who reach the benefit of their 
tears, and recover the life of their 4; by this death of their Bodies :

Alſo all thoſe who deliberately commit Man-ſlaughter, and who enter- 
tain in their hearts any eamity or envy, which 1aſpires them the deſire or 
will to revenge themlelves'of their Neighbour ; and thoſe who unjuſtly 
opprels their Neighbour, or derogate from his good Name and Credit, by 
flanders; none of all thoſe ſhall be admitred to receive the holy Sacrament 
of the Euchariſt, until they have done fatisfation, by being reconciledito 
thoſe they bear il|-will uoto; and repairing the harm and prejudice done 
them ;\and allo periorm'd the penance which ſhall be enjoined them. 


\':To; conclude, every Conſefſor who is careful of the Souls of his Peni- 
tents, may (when he ſceth juſt cauſe for it ) debar them from the holy 
Communion, for ſuch a certain time as the greatneſs of their fins may 
require. And his Penitents ought to obey his direction therein, if they 
be nor diſpenſed with by ſome Superiour Authority in the Church, ». g.

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HF that colleed the forementioned Paſſages, was perſwaded he might 

gratifie the Chriſtian World, . in preſenting it with this diminutive 
Compendium, of thoſe Authentick Rules and Maxims, which. are directly 
oppoſit, to that wanton, licentious, and careleſs conduc of our new Calu- 
iſts: and which will at the ſame time ſerve to juftifie the Decree, by which 
our holy Father Pope I»»ocent the Eleventh hath fo lately condema'd Sixty- 
five of their moſt dangerous Propoſitions: 

He hath not applyed himſelf to inform the World, what malignity every 
ſingle propoſition contains 1n it ſelf; \norin what manner it tends to the de- 
ſtrucion of the moſt important precepts of the Goſpel, and the moſt nece(- 
fary Rules of humane ſociety ; nevertheleſs it will be cafily perceived, by 
the clear conſequences of all thoſe paſſages of Antiquity taken together ;

by ſo. many Cenſures and Condemnations which have deſervedly paſſed 
upon them. or, 
very one knows with what: marks of averſion the famous Faculty of 
Sorbon did reprove them in the Year 1641. by that ſharp and vigorous 
Cenſure which they then paſſed againſt the Books of Father Bazxy, as allo 
with how much indignation and diſlike the Fre»ch Biſhops did blaft them, 
the next year after. Nor is the World ignorant of what hath paſſed ſince 
1athe year 1653. the ſacred faculty of Divinity in Loveze having that ſame 
year been conſulted by Jawes Boonen Arch-biſhop of. Malin, Concerning 
XVII. Propoſitions which he offered to their examination : to wham wy 
returned anſwer, by declaring that theſe Propoſitians were not to be ſut- 
fered to be put. in practiees-and-rhar-it was of -Superiours to ule 
their Authority to forbid the teaching of them: upon.-which this wiſe, Pre- 
late condeman'd them : and did about a Year after, write to the Lords the 
Cardinals of the Inquiſition of Rume a moſt excellent Letter becoming his 
Zeal and Epiſcopal yigilaacy, in which, he gives them an account of his 
proceeding in this buſineſs; and defired them to affiſt him with more effe- 
cual remedies and means to oppoſe thoſe Abuſes.;, which (G@ith,he) are

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' The zeal of-cbis holy Biſhop weat further 2; foraboun blſ ax afrer, 
that is to ſay, in February, 1655. He-having learn'd. tht the; Knee 
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of his Dioceſs ſold certaia Books of Divinity, publiſhed by John Caramone! 
Lobkowits ; full of divers propoſitions which ſcandalized the Learned and 
pious, and juſtified their abominable Maxims ; did thereupon condema all 
this Author's works, and prohibited. all the. faithful of his Dioceſs to read 
thein ; to the end to preſerve them' (as he faith in the ſame Cenſure) from 
that large Gate and ſpacious way which this new Caſuiſt ( whom thoſe 
known Corrupters of morality, dignified with the title of Great Caramove!) 
had laboured to ſet open to Mankind, by fſeducing them out of that narrow 
path which alone leads tolife 3 as hath been taught us in the Goſpel, by the 
expreſs teſtimony of Chriſt himſelf. 


The death of my Lord Arch-biſhop of Malize (which happened ſhortly 
after) put aſtop to his laudable deſigns ; and gave new courage to all thoſe, 
who looked upon him in his life rime, as the greateſt Perſecutor of their 
new doarine; which found noleſs reſiſtance a little after, from the endea- 
vours of Anthony Trieft the Biſhop of Gazz, as ſoon as he perceived, that 
beſides the XVII. Propoſitions which the faculty of Lovare had already 
condemned, there were many more no leſs extravagant and impious, fpread 
abroad in his Dioceſs. For the impudence of thoſe who profeſs theſe looſe 
Morals is ſuch, that thoſe of their Authors which come laſt, add ar 
ſome new extravagancy to the inventions of their Predeceſſors, as we conld 
evidence by many inftances, if it were not inconfifting with our defign of 
a bare Narrative. My Lord-Biſhop of Ganz then writ to the ſame faculty of 
Lovene, and ſent them a Copy of XXVI. Propoſitions, to defire their deter- 
minate judgment of them ; that he might thereupon iſſue out ſuch ſpeedy 
direRion to his Diocels in thoſe points, as might be moſt conducing to the 

ood of ſouls; and alſo be inabled to ſolicit his Holineſs for a more/power- 
tul affiſtance, and ſuch a Remedy as might become Univerſal. 


In order to ſatisfie this juſt requeſt, and to ſecond his pious intentions, the 
ſacred faculty of Lovaxe having employ'd about a Moneths time in the ex- 
amination of thoſe Propoſitions, did at laſt condernn them ; the fourth day 
of May, in the year 1657: and gave notice thereof, to my Lord-biſhop of 
Gant ; who immediately ſued out' a Decree for the ſolemn Condemnation 
of thole-infamous aſſertions, which he calls the plague of ſouls. There is 
nothing can be read nore home arid” cofivincing,*than'what this good Pre- 
late hath ſaid upon this ſubje&: for after he hath bewailed the blindneſs and 
unhappineſs of thoſe, who being'exceedingly tranſported' to embrace that 
which flatters their itching inclination 3 have recourſe' to fuch' Doctors as. 


are difpoſed to ſatisfie their humour” he puts them!in mind, that they ne- 


ver refle&, that they ſhall-not be judg'd at thie nu Felbial, accord- 
10g to the'vain opintons and deceitful interprerations thoſe ſeducing Peda- 

gopues, 'they were ſo affected followers of:' butthatr rhat jaſt- be will 

examine 'their lives; and pronouncetheir Eternal doom, accordify to the 
certain and fixed Rules of Chriſtian-piery'? 'and thit at that dreadful day,” 
theſe welcome DireQors'fhial'not becall'd to defend and plead their Diſci- 

ples cauſe at GO D's Tribunal ;- by alledging probabilities ang ſophiſti 

cal fubtiltics to excuſe their ſins with ; and toiprove'that it was la 

to deſert the ſurer way 3" "and to follow the Tels fure, 'if thotight niore 
cotivenient': for to conclude ( ſaith he) it is then that every Man ſhall 
carry his own burden, and receive the reward which, ſhall be due to thoſe 
good or eyiF ations,” which he hath teally, not probably done; Whilſt he

Thus things paſſed in Flanders, whilſt the French at the fame time wuſet 
their utmoſt endeavours, to defend themſelves againſt the Corruption of 
thoſe perverters of Chriſtian Morality : and to keep at diftance from them 
that mortal poyſon, wherewith thoſe Maſters of errour had already infected - 
the United Fo mkoing It was to this neceſſary end, that the Reverend Cu- 
rates of Paris reſolved to joyn themſelves with the Curates of Roger ; and 
did alſo ſolicit the Curates of other Dioceſes unanimouſly to proſecute with 
them the ſame laudable deſign, to get all thoſe wicked maxims of theſe 
new Caſuiſts (whereof chey had made a faithful ColleQtion ) Condemned; 
as well by the General Aſſembly of the French Clergy then fitting at Paris, 
as by any other Authority it belonged unto. 


Toomit many things then which had paſſed before this, as for example, 
the Proceſs which the Univerſiry of Paris made in the Year 1644. againſt 
Father Hereas Jeſuit, reader of Caſes of Conſcience in their Colledge of Cler- 
mont ; as alſo againſt Father Cauſff2 a Jeſuit, upon the occaſion of his book, 
Intituled, 4» Apology for the Religions of the Society of Feſus ; in which he 
laboured to juſtifie the Society from.the accuſation which the Univerſity 
had drawn up againſt them: nor to make any refle&tion upon the decree of 
the Kings Council, dated the 28h of April in the ſame year ; which or- 
dered that the ſaid Father*Here«s ſhould remain under Bail, in the faid 
Colledge of Clermont: To make no mention I fay, of any of theſe matters, 
as being more remote from our preſent defign : it ſufficeth to take notice; 
that the Curates of Ro#ex did upon the 2874 day of Auguſt, ano 1656. pre- 
ſent their requeſt unto their Archbiſhop : who havingueld them, that this 
was a Common Caule,and concerned the whole Church 3 did order that the 
ſaid requeſt and the eforefaid Colleion ſhould be ſent to the General Aﬀem- 
bly of the Clergy ; to the end,that the Cenfure and Condemaation of thoſe 
Wicked Dodrines might become more ſolemn and autheatick, by the de- 
cifion of ſo renowned a Synod. In the mean time, the Reverend Curates 
of Paris, having by their Letter of the 1 3th of September ſolicited the Cu- 
rates of other Dioceſes, to joyn with thoſe of Roen ( as themſelves had 
done, ) they did unanimouſly make their Remonſtrance to the General Af- 
ſembly of the Clergy, by their writing bearing date November next fol- 
lowing ; in which they made a large Narrative of all that concerned this 
buſineſs. It is here ms on complain; thar-chcir Adverfaries ( whom 
they now declare againſt ) have made uſe of many lying devices to leſſen 
their credit ; andexpoſe them to groundleſs ſuſpicions of their Religion ; 
pretending,' that one cannot condemn the extravagancies laid to their 
charge, without being"of the number ; or at the leaft a favourer of the 
Calvinifts. It is here alſothar they teſtifie, that they thought themſelves - 
obliged to be no longer ſilent 3 when ey ſaw-a greater corruption of 
Chriſtian morality than ever was taught by Pay.ns, introduced into the , 
' Church of God: they add that there is juſt reaſdnto fear, that the Biſhops 
ſilence or connivance in theſe circymſtances —_ interpreted, that they 
eacitly conſent to theſe indulgent Mixzims+> and that che preſumption of 
their Writers is improved to an impudence, to abuſe the Churches lonp- 
ſufferance, with a publick Declaration ( ſer forth by their Father Maſks 
rewhas )' that the approves and authorizeth their extravaganices, becauſe ſhe 
ſuffers chem. Ir was there #» fize, that rhey' moſt prgently and zealoully 
queſtion'd, why the Church' did" nor dilown thoſe fcandalous ſons, and 
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-Tn this manner it was, that thoſe famous Curates repreſented to the A(- 
ſembly of the Frexch Biſhops, the dangerll the faithful were expoſed unto, 
by the new opinions of theſe Caſuiſts 53 which was cauſe that theſaid Aﬀſem- 
bly ( which was reſolved. not. to break up without finding, ſome remedy 
againſt ſo great and preſſing anevil, ) did give order for the re-printing 
that book of St. Charles Borromee ; ( which contains Holy and Evangelt . 
cal Maxims quite contrary to thoſe whereof the Curates did: proſecute the 
Condemnation : ) as alſo did appoint. the publiſhing of a Circular letter, 
in which the Aſſembly declares, That the want of leiſure to make a 
through examination, 1s the only reaſon that hinder'd them to pronounce 
' Tuch aſfolemn Judgment, as ſhould have ſtop'd the courſe of this plague of 
Conſciences; and that they would moſt willingly have done it, if the 
Curates had made their addreſs ſooner. | 
This Ordinance of the Frexch Clergy was not ſufficient, to ſtop thoſe 
evils thus complained of: But on the contrary, thoſe peſtilent fticklers, 
( whole pernicious Doctrines had cauſed ſo much trouble ) did immediately 
ſhew themſelves more 1nſolent than ever ; and by joynt Conſpiracy publiſhed 
another book more ſcandalous than any of their former ;. Intituled, 4» Apole- 
gy for the Caſuiſts, apainſt the Calumnies of the Fauſeniſts, cc. by a Divine 
and Profeſſor in the Canon-Law. Inthis book ( which came tolight in the 
year 1657. ) they did not only maintain all thoſe ſame Propoſitions which 
the Clergy endeavoured to get condemned ; but alſo many other new ones, 
more extravagant and intolerable : and that which was very remarkable, 
was the extream diligence and care which the Feſuits beſtowed, to diftri- 
bute and (cll this book with their own hands, 1a their Colledge of Clermont 
in Peri, by which every one underſtood ſufficiently, that they owned it 
for their own work ; which was ſoon after confirmed, by diſcovering: the 
Feſuit they had employed to write it. 

The Theological Faculty of Pars. did ſoon after condemn this Libel, 
which Mr. G«yart Sinaic brought them the 15th day of Fanuary, 1658. and 
the Cenſure of the Faculty was publiſhed the 16h of Fuly following: 
it was alſo condemned by the Ceanlure. of the Vicars General. to the moſt 
Eminent the Lord Cardinal of Rers thea Archbiſhop of Par#; with a Man- 
date thereunto annexed, both bearing date the 23. of Azgs/t in the ſame 
year: and laſtly about a. year after ( to wit upon.the' 21. day of 4agef, 
1659. ) the Inquiſition of .Rawe did-( at the command of Pope Alexander 
the VII. ) ifſue out a Decree for the Condemnation of the (aid book, which 
was become abominable and odious tothe whole world. 

- But as the Authors and Favourers of theſe Doctrines did not.for all this 
deliſt from maintaining and propagating them, by.all ways 1a thejr power ; 
there was ſoon after great, need of New Cenſures, and condemnatioas 
for which reaſon the Congregation for the Inquiſition did about four, years 
after find themſelves' obliged, to forbid .and condemn a New book pub- 
* liſhe& by their diſciple Caramonel - with-this Title, The Apology of John | 
Caramouel, for the moſt Ancient and moſt Univerſal Dottrine of Frobability ; 
againiſt which book the Copgregation iſſued out a Decree, bearing date the 
15. Fanuary, 1664. _ A e.. : 
*But the'book which at that time made the greateſt noiſciin France, and 
which alarm'd all the world with. its abominable maximes in. Morality ; 
was that deteſtable work of theirs, .call'd 4madens Ganimenins : which con- 
tains a doctrine, which, may be look'd. upon as the. very ſiok| and ma- 
gazine of all the wickednel(s,. the moſt hardned and moſt reprobate' Spirit 
of man can be capable of, when moſt forſaken by God : noy eſt its ſapientia 
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(37) 
ſurſum deſcendens, ſed terrena, animalis, diabolica : the wiſdom of theſe 
men deſcends not from heaven, but isearthly, brutiſh and diabolical. _ 
It was againſt this Book, that the Theological Faculty of Paris rouſed 
themſelves with an incomparable zeal, and ſingular courage ; and againſt 
which they publiſhed the moſt important Cenſure that ever was pronounced 


; by that Faculty. For having taken into conſideration what artsthe Authors 


of this new attempt did make uſe of, to teach men how they might entirely 
ſhake off their obedience to the Goſpel of Chrift, under the pretence of 
rendring his yoke more ſweet ; as alſo by what ſubtle devices they cor- 
rupted the pureſt maxims of Chriſtian morality, under a feigned ſhew of 
defending them, whilſt in reality, they renewed all._the moſt infamous 
opinions : the Faculty did rightly judge, that it would be -to little pur- 
pole, to have begun to wrgt” e Faithful from thoſe mortal poylons, by 
the condemnation they had paſſed upon the forementioned inſolent Apolo- 
gy for the Caluiſts ; 1f they did oor bring to perfetion that good work; 
by continuing to oppoſe this laſt ſoul-murdering book, with the ſame vi- 
gour and reſolution. So that it was condemned by their cenſure of the 
3 of February, 1665. | | — | 
They declared moreover, that though they had condemned a conſidera- 
ble number of propoſitions colleGted out of this book ; there remained ne- 
vertheleſs many more not only contrary to truth, but allo moſt oppoſite to 
chaſtity, deſtructive to the integrity of our lives; and publick honeſty ; 
each of which did equally deſerve to be condemned in particular ; but that 
they were detained from that task, merely by the averſion they had from 
making a retail of that books dirt and corruptions. Wheace it 1s evident; 
enough on the one ſide, how much the honour of the Church is prejudiced 
by thoſe wicked doctrines, which theſe nien aſcribe unto her ; and on the 
other ſide, how neceſlary it -is for Paſtors to watch continually over their 
flock ; that they may corre& the preſent, and prevent future corruptions, 
which an infinite number of Chriſtian Souls are ia danger to be infected 
with, if the watchmen be not extremely careful. | 
Moreover, this Cenſure of Sorboxne was ſoon after followed, with the 
famous Decree of Pope Alexander the VII. againſt 28 Propoſitions con- 
cerning moral actions, bearing date the 24 of September 1n the ſane year. 
The Fope in this Decree declares, with what extreme grief he reſents it, 
that ſo great a number of looſe Tenents ſhould -be-revived agein, and re- 
planted in the Church of God, ( our of which they had been fo long ba- 
niſhed ) and other new ones alſo be publickly introduced: after which 
he adds, that to defeat thoſe extravagant attempts of enlarging, or ' ( to 
ſay more truly which tend only to the obſtruting -of heavens narrow 
way, and conſequently to the evident ruine of ſouls ) he had committed 
the examination of thoſe opinions to divers Doctors of Divinity, and ſince 
that to the diſcuſſion of the moſt eminent Cardinals Inquiſttors, &c. all 
which having applyed themſelves with all poſſible care and neceſſary pru- 
dence to the conſideration of that moſt important buſineſs ; he had by the 
reſult of that examination condemned and forbid them. But not having 
finiſhed the examination of other propoſitions of the ſame nature, which 
lay at the ſame.time before-them ; by that means it came to pals, that they 
were not all. comprehended 1a this firſt Decree. Therefore the ſaid Hgly 
Father cauſed a ſecond Decree to be drawn up, dated the 18 of March,1666.. 
importing the condemnation of ſome other Propoſitions, which. ( with: 
thoſe beforementioned ) make up the number of 45. alb which; were for-. 
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This was the ſtate of things at that time, in which they continued ſome 
while ; infuch fort that it ſeemed, that the licentious humor of theſe new 
Caſuiſts was entirely curb'd by theſe Decrees : and that being cowed on 
the one ſide by the Authority of Keme, and repreſſed on the other fide by 
the deteſtation which all the world did evidence againſt their difſolute prin- 
ciples ; they durſt not for theſe reaſons, either write or appear any more : 
But this fair calm laſted but four years ; they could no longer contain them- 
ſelves within thole juſt bounders, which the Church had preſcribed them 
by ſo many condemnations and cen{ures; accompanied with the common 
and general complaint of all perſons of Authority and knowledge ; that 
they made the way to heaven roo wide to be uſeful for any thing, unleſs ( by 
the condu of their unheard of and [candalous probabilities ) to open a gate 
to admit all forts of crimes, and make every thing lawful. 

Now as to what concerns France, that which they call the peace of the 
Church, was at that time a ſufficient bridle, ro keep thoſe reſtleſs and diſ- 
orderly ſpirits in ſilence and ſubmiſſion. But having after that found 
means to draw into their party many powerful perſons as well Clergy as 
Lay-men; ( whoſe lives appeared lo conformable to rhe Feſuits Morals, 
that they ſtood in need of their eaſie and convenient maxims, to exempt them 
from that rigid duty, of quitting the next occaſions of finning, and taking 
away the ſcandal they gave ) by theſe endearing methods, theſe pretious 
direors begun to' make head again, and have brought'things to that 
paſs; that the peace of the Church ſo boaſted of in France, is at this day 
nothing more than a ſpecies of unjuſt war, where the one ſide is ( humanly) 
almoſt always certain to be victorious and triumphant ; becauſe the other 
ſide is neither allowed to complain, nor defend themſelves: from which 
injuſtice proceeds 'the baniſhment of ſo many worthy Church-men and 
Curats; and ſomany other ungodly perſecutions, which have hapned of 
late years, and are exerciſed even at this preſent. 

Things paſſed not altogether in the fame manner in F/azders ; notwith- 
ſtanding thoſe Imperious Caſuiſts uſed there too, their utmoſt endeavours 
to procure the ſame ſucceſs ; even by the ſame unworthy means and condug. 
For firſt, they diſperſed their maximes with more boldneſs and preſumption 
than ever: and {econdly, they laboured ( as they did in Frazce) to flan- 
der and render odious and ſuſpected in every kind, all thoſe whoſe zeal and 
Chriſtian piery did oppoſe rhen:. | 

In ſhort, they did there teach ſuch wicked and extravagant Propoſitions, 
that one could in humane reaſon expe nothing lefs, than anentire and uni- 
verſal deſtruction of all Chriſtian morality ; if thoſe dangerous maſters had 
been-ſuffer'd to continue to ſow their tares without reſiſtance. 

There needs no more to convince any man of this Truth ;- than to ſhew 
him the concluſions they publickly defended from time to time ; and parti- 
cularly at Lowane and 4nrwerp; in which they were not aſhamed to propoſe 
the moſt ſcandalous miximes in the world, for wholſom and holy rules of 
good life. Let any man peruſeto this'purpole, their conclufionsdefended at 
Lovane, by Giles Eftrix a Father of their Society,” and Profeſſor of Divini- 
ty, in the Year 1670. -and thoſe defended at 4ntwerp, by Fames Maillor a 
Profeſſor of Divinity of the ſame Society; in the Year 1673./and thoſe de- 
fended at 4ntwerp bythe Fryars minors ( their Diſciples ) Anno1674. and 
thoſe defended at Lovane the year after in behalf of the Feſwits, by the ſaid 
Fryars ; and thoſe defended at Antwerp, by Father Philip de Hornes ano-* 
ther Profeſſor of Divinity of the Society ; as alſo thoſe offered to be de- 
fended by the Jeſuits of Lovane, anno 1676. and attually defended by them, 
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and the foreſaid Friars at Liege, where they went to defend them, becauſe 
my Lord-biſhop of Namvur forbid them ro defend them in his Diocels ; to 
omit many others of their Books and Writings publiſh'd in defence of their 
ſaid Tenents. 

Bur as the Propoſitions contained in all theſe forementioned Writings 
were horrid and intolerable, fo the greateſt part of the pious and Learned 
perſons that heard of them did both 1a their diſcourſes, and printed works; 
confute them with Godly rules of a:contrary docrine. This was the occa- 
ſion of thoſe excellent Books publiſhed fince that time by Mr. Neſez Divine 
of Malin, Euyzens, and Van Vianen, Doors of Lovane ; Father Giles Gabrj- 
els Reader of Divinity of the third order of St. Francs ; and Father Maca- 
rius Havermans Canon and Profeſſor of Divinity, of the order of Premon- 
ftrants of the Abby of St. Michael of Antwerp ; all eminent perſons and re- 
nowned for their piety, wiſdom and learning: whole ſolid Writings theſe 
new Caſuiſts were not able to impugne dire&ly, nor to obſcure with any 
artificial miſt, capable to hinder the evidence of that truth which ſhined in 
them, to the Confulion of their falſe Morals, which they were fo conſcious 
of, that they thought it beſt to have recourſe to their ordinary ſtratagem. 

They labour then to {lander and render ſuſpeRed all thoſe they conceived 
to be their enemies ; they accuſe them of Janſeniſm ; and hoped by this 
means to fright all Men from daring to oppoſe their doctrine. For being 
deſtitute of all other defence, they make this Calumny of Janſeniſm their 
only Bulwork and laſt hold, wherewith they think to ſecure themſelves, 
again(t all the affaults that can be made againſt their moſt infamous arid. 
molt corrupt opinions: ſo that Father De Horns whoſe Concluſions we men- 
tioned above, makes no difficulty'to give this anſwer in his 30th. Conclu- 
ſion, (to thole who pretended to prove by the doarine of S. Asffiz and other 
Fathers, that Men are'commanded to direc all their actions to'God Almigh- 
ty) Let not that ſtartle us ( ſaith this Feſuit ) but rather let us ſuſpett the truth 
of what u# alledg'd by them, ſeeing they cite only the aathority of S. Auttin. It is 
not proper 1n this place to make any further refletion upon this raſh an- 
(wer; as allo how injurious they are to the Church of God through the 
Perlon of this Saint: - But who can ſufficiently admire, with what impu- 
dence theſe new Caſuilts do ſuſpe&t all thoſe who tye themſelves to teach 
and follow the do(trine of the holy Fathers! and refuſe ro own any for true 
Catholicks, but thoſe who blindly addi rhemfttvesro rhe optfiions and 
judgment of new Writers in points of morality? lo that actording to their 
prepoſterous maxims, not to love novelty, is to be a Noveliſt, and not todare 
ceviate from the certain Rules of holy Scripture,and the deciſions of the Fa- 
thers, is to be ſuſpeRed of hereſie; and not to prefer all thoſe fallacious fub- . 
tilties lately borrowed from A4riforie's Philoſophy, before the fenſe'of Anti 
quity, is in their monſtrous ſence to be guilty. © They call their adverfaries 
Noveliſts, though moſt addicted ro the maxims of Antiquity ; 'withour re- 
fleting how properly this Character belongs ro themſelves, whilſt they 
boaſt themſelves to be the Inventors and Profeſſors of a New divinity : Tots 
Theolozia moralis ((arth one of them) fi verum fateri volume, Nova eft: And 
being urged with ſome expreſs paſſages of the holy Fathers, he return'd their 
uſual an{wer, I grant that the Fathers taught ſo, but 1 hold the contrary. | 

We inay add by the by, that it hath always been the cuſtome and method 
of Hereticks (when they found theniſelves ſtreightned with the Arguments 
of Catholicks) torell them, that they held a dottrine already condemaed : 

Thus Falias in his diſputes accuſed'$.' Juſtin of being a Manichean; as is to 
be ſeen in S. 4»ſtin's Books againſt Julian, But to be ſhort, what __ 
theſe 
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' theſe new Caſuiſts when they tax for Janſeniſts and ſuſpeed perſons, thoſe 


who cannot ſuffer their flattering politick licentiouſnels ? what reſemblance 
or relation is there between the Propoſitions condemned by Innocent the 
Teath, and 4/:xa:der the Seventh, and thoſe dotrines which are now ia 
queſtion? are not thole of the brſt ſort concerning grace and free-will ; are 
not thoſe in hand belonging to manners and good life? Is it not poſſible, to 
know whether a Man may k1ll him that gives him a box on the Ear or not, 
or whether or no a fingle Woman may without ſin procure abortment to 
avoid [ſcandal or death, and many other things of this nature, without di- 
ving into the moſt profound, ſubril, and obſcure points of Scholaſtical Divi- 
nity, concerning grace and predeſtination? Neverthelels it is upon this very 
ground, and by the ſame diiparity, that theſe new Caſuiſts of Flanders have 
made (o- great an out-cry within this 4, or 5.years; even to addreſs their 
complaints to his Holicels, Pope Clement the 10th. againſt thoſe who are 
becoine their Adverſaries for no other reaſon, but becauſe they could not en- 
dure the praQiice of their looſe and moſt pernicious opinions. 

It was Father E#rix (the forementioned Jeſuit) who did in the end of 
the Year 1675. under the feigned Name of Francis Simon Reader in Divi- 
nity, print a Book at Mazezce, wherein he makes a large complaint to the 
ſaid Pope in a petitionary way : in which Book alſo he (with an-impudence 
beyond imagination) lays for his ground-work, that all the godly Chriſti- 
ans of Flaxaers are ſtruck with an amazing fear of a powerful Faction, which 
they ſee a forming: though it is moſt talle that there is any ſuch Faction as 
he ſpeaks of in Flanders, and that the godly Chriſtians of rhat Country ever 
had any ſuch fears; unleſs he take thole for his godly Chriſtians and faith- 
ful, who are faithfully devoted to the practice of their Maxims ! But how 
can he call thoſe the godly faithful, who relinquiſh withour ſcruple the ſafe 
and certain means of ſalvation, to follow the doubtful ; and who are wil- 
ling to rely on hazardous and dangerous probabilities, in things that concern 
their eternal welfare, whilſt their own realon forbids them to truſt (uch de- 
ceitful mediums in any worldly bulinels of the leaſt concern? He ſaith more- 
over that theſe godly faithful did content themſelves at firſt to bgh out their 


fears in private, without any noiſe; but that they cannot now contain them- 


ſelves, from echoing out their fears, by publick Complaint. And ar laſt 
he preſents to the Pope XX V. Tenents or Propoſitions, demanding his judg- 
ment of them in the name of the {aid godly faithful, whole tender Conlcien- 
ces prompts them to reject them as evil. 

But this Book (or rather infamous Libel) came no ſooner to light, than 
it was condemned, by 4/phonſe de Berghes Lord Arch-biſhop of Maliz; as 
being ſtuffed with lies and calumnies. Whence we may refle& alſo, that 
the ſaid Father F5rix had lome years before that, publiſh'd ſome Books, 
which met with a Condemnation even at Kome ; which bad fate neverthe- 
leſs did nothing abate his Conkdence, to accule thoſe to the Pope (as we 
have ſeen) who found them(clves obliged to refute thoſe wicked morals in 
Flanders, which he was encouraged to defend there. 

It was before this Pope C/emenr the Tenth then, that thoſe-whom this Je- 
ſuit had ca!l'd to Rome, were obliged to give anſwer; and to this purpoſe 
the Reverend Father Gabriel# (one of thole whom this Jeſuit had moſt in- 
juriouſly flandered) drew up a concluſion contifting of Nine Articles the 
26th. of February, 1676. repreſenting on the one ſide, the moral truths 
which he believed Men bound to follow ; and on the other fide, laying open 
the falſe Maxims which he thought them obliged to renounce : all which he 
offer'd with a moſt reſpetful humility to the chief Biſhop ; expecting, his 
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jo_ and deciſion concerning the whole matter. So that whilſt he 
aid open the extream injuſtice they had uſed, to expole his Dodrine'to 
ſiniſter ſuſpicions ; he at the ſame time gave to underſtand, how the cen- 
ſure they -had demanded againſt him, was for many unan{werable reaſons 
the juſt deſert of his accuſers. In his Epiſtle prefix'd to his Theſes dedics- 
ted to his Holineſs, he declares how much he 1 aſtoniſhed at the confidence 
of thoſe, who would perlwade his Holineſs that there is a Faction in Flanders, 
conſiſting (as Father E5r:x words it) of Men of erroneous opinions ; 'and 
that his wonder is increaſed, by hearing himſelf reckoned in the Number. 
He ſhows alſo, that it was an unſufferable abuſe put upon the Catholick Bi- 
ſhops of the Low-Countrys, to Print a Book at eMazence, in which they 
moſt falſly feign. that all that Country-People lament the growth of thoſe 
Errors which force them to inform his Holineſs of this Faction : whilſt ne- 
verthele(s that neither any Biſhop nor any Paſtor of Fla-ders, nor the ordi- 
nary Cenſurer of Books, had ſignihed any thing that could ſecond this 
Complaint. Beſides, though the Names of three or four Perſons be fix'd 
to this wicked book as its approvers, to wit, James Emans, Fohn Niderwits, 
and Fohn Loventhal, yet the Author very craftily omits to tell the World, 
that they were three Relig ous men, one a Carmelite, another a Dominican, 
the laſt a Jeſuit. as they are pleaſed to intitle themſelves in their approbati- 
ons of other books: a thing not unworthy of our obſervation ; for-that it 
ſeems, that as the Author of this wretched book ( whoſe fate it was t6 
deſtroy himſ-If at length, by the fictions and lies which are laid to his 
charge) thought good to cover his ſhame, with the diſguiſe of a borrowed 
name: fo thele Regulars did as wiſely forbear to diſgrace their Orders by 
publickly owning their reſpeRive Families in'their approbation. 91 

This was the true ſtate of theſe proceedings; when by reaſon of the death 
of Clement the Tenth, the Parties began to'olicit their cauſe with our holy 
Father Pope Innocent the Eleventh, whoſe praiſes this day great in the 
Church of God : for the Learned and famous Father Macar Havermans (an- 
other of thoſe whom Father E#r:ix was pleaſed to ſlander 1n his foreſaid 
book) had not ſet Pen to Paper againſt rhis infamous Libel, until after the 
middle of the Year 1676. at which time he wrote one, which he addrefſe# 
to this new Pope I»zocexr the Eleventh, by the title of An Apologetical Epiftle 
againſt the unjuſt accuſation of Frazcis Simon Reader of Divinity : unto 
which he added fince, 4 — concerning the Authority: of the 
holy Fathers, and 'particularly of S. 4»fix, printed in the beginning of the 
Year following : By which two'pieces this excellent Man hath'ſo entirely 
confured the injuſtice, ſlanders and falſe dorines of his Adverfaries ; chi 
they are eſteemed as moſt uſeful ſhields to wield and repel all the atrenpes 
the new Caſuiſts have made, under the feigned names of Francis Simon, 
Francis Charles Reymarkers, and Lewis Bona, tg overthrow thoſe that?res 
ſiſted them in Flanders. EPs, 6. cat Keio ta 

But this Learned man thought it as neceſſary to'aſſault them as to deſtnd 
himſelf; and to this purpoſe he begins the'4th. Chapter of his Apologeticat 
Letter with theſe words ; moſt holy Father, that which remains for 'meto 
do-at'preſent, is, that having hitherto appeared as one accuſed, comers 
purge and juſtife/himſelf, (which'duty I ave fullycompltyed'wih)-Lmuſt 
now chafige poſtures ahd take 'my turn, in ating the part 'oFan Renee 
by proving clearly,” that we can with much mote reaſon and Juſtice, 'boi 
accuſe and convictour Adverſaries, of tedchinghvth in rheir/bdoks andYiE 
courſes 's new doftirie, unknown to the Ancient Fatlicrs)' and moſt Un 
getous in-praftice* and that'this is'the FO OE Whith-troly eb 
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both ſighs and tears in all really godly believers ; and forces their repeated 
prayers and hearty wiſhes, to ſee it at length condema'd. That theirs in 
thort is the doctrine, by which the due.prattice and uſe of the Sacrament 
of Penance are not reformed (as they vainly pretend) but rather become 
entirely deformed ; and which lays open to too many Chriſtians a large 
and ſpacious way to lead them to deſtrution. So that the name of Novel- 
ifts, which theſe dangerous Pedagogues attribute to us, is by all the Juſtice 
in the World their own proper Character. 

Thus ſpoke that Heroick Defender of pure Evangelical Morals ; after 
which he gave particular Inſtances, of ſome of thole new Maſters moſt 
{candalous propolitions. | | 

Then makest immediately evident, that their deſign and main intent is, 
(after they have indirectly and racitly diſproved and vilitied the judgment 
of the holy Fathers) to, poſlels the faithtul with a new Moral Divinity : 
to which purpoſe Caramozet (whom they ſo highly extol for advancing their 
Principles ) puts on the Confidence to ſay, that the Catholick Church 
ought to be eſteemed more happy at preſent, than ever ſhe was; for that 
ſhe hath amongſt her Children ſo great a number of holy and Learned men, 
who have had rhe induſtry to enlarge Heavens way ,by introducing ſo many 
indulgent and favourable opinions; becaule (faith he) without them a mul- 
titude of Chriſtians would be damned, who are ſaved and conducted to Heg- 
ven by the doctrine of probable oP1nions. 

After that he remarks, that it the doctrine of probabilities (ſuch as theſe 
\ new Caſuiſts underſtand it, and which is the Baſis and Ground-work of all 
their new Moral Divinity )were once ſuffered and approved of, there would 
be no ſin, nor diſorder in the World, which one might not palliate and juſtifie 
by its affiſtance 3 becauſe there is not any crime which might not be excu- 


ſed, at leaſt by ſome peopably probable opinion ; and conſequently mighe - 


be followed and practiſed with a ſafe Conſcience ; according to the expreſs 
deciſion of Father 12? Maillot the Jeſuit alledged above, whoſe own 
words I ſhall give you, taken out of the Concluſions he defended at Antwerp, 
433n0 1673. T hat an opinion may be lawtully followed (faith he) it is not ne- 
ceſfary that one be certain that it is probable, bur it is ſufficient that one judg 
it to be probably probable. ol5'8 
. At laſt he concludes with this important obiervation, that though every 
ſingle Man,of theſe new Galuiſts dorh-not defend nor teach all of theſe ex- 
travagant opinions, (whereot he there inftanceth ſame)- but on the.ccontra- 
ry,-.that ſome of them are;ſometimes condemned by particular Teachers of 
thar, Clan, as falſe in ſpeculation ; that, gevertheleſs\there is not a man of 
them, but doth either dire&ly, or 1adirectly, maintaig.them all in practice; 
cauſe they all teach, that it is lawful to practiſe a, probable opinion ;- and 
- that £vary probable opinign, is fate and good 4a practice, though one judge ir 
to be falſe in ſpeculation. Twas by this wap that Father Herwan Ba- 
fembam a Jeſuit ſo freely undertook to teach us 1a the firit Treatiſe, eleventh 
chap. and 4th. number of his famous Book of Caſes, (fo highly commended 
wddiligently recommended/ to all Confeſlors by the Society) that: they are 
ot.to be condemned, who go.conlulting many learned, until they figd one 
indulgent to.them ; ſo that he bo pious and prudent, ang be not thought to 
hold opiniogs which none elſe hold, {which is their.ſeace of the word fin» 
gular) becaule(faith he) ſuch perſons follow a probable opinion ialodaing. 
Byiwhich-it, appears that according to the principles of. theſe newKalgiſts, 
ixis'the ſamething to ſay. that. an opinion. is fue, as tofay, that iti .ſafe, or 
mieerly probable; becauſe, let it be never ſofalle in'its ſelf, and in ſpeculs-:

practice, they all teach and mutually approve of- one anothers opinion, as 
occaſion requires ; though for roliticl ends, ( and to provide for their Socie- 
ties vindication when ſhe happens to be particularly taxed with ſome extra- 
vagancy ) they are pleaſed ro hold quite contrary to one another in Speculati- 
G, "9 reflections of Canon Hevermess are certainly moſt judicious and 
ſolid. | 

After this the Sacred Theological Faculty of Lovsiy reſolved to ſend ſome 
of rheir own Doctors to Kome, to (olicit for the condemaation of thole dan+ 
gerous propoſitions, which the New Caſuiſts did ſtill continue to' infinuace, 
and plant in Flaxaers, with as much infolence andwbftinacy as ever. The 
Doctors pitch'd upon were Vaz-Vianen Canon of Se. Peters in Lovein, Stey- 
art Canon of Ipres, and Father Chriſtian le Loup of the Order of St.; 4ufzm: 
They ſet forward upon the Wedneſdsy before Exfter-Synday inthe year 1677. 
and my Lord the Biſhop of Caftorzes ( then Apoſtolical Vicat in the Ulnited 
Provinces ) did write by them to his Holineſs in their behalf. 
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that neither the Divines who decide theſe Caſes of Conſcience,nor thoſe thar 
follow their reſolutions; are in any danger, To make good this principle, in- 
ſead'of being direRed by their Anceſtors, who ( treading the Reps of the 
Fathers of the Church') taught unanimouſly, that ignorance of the firſt 

rinciples of the eternal law is never invincible, nor doth excuſe” from 
Fn. theſe new Evangeliſts on the contrary have boldly determined, that 
one may be ignorant of the principges of the eternal Law, even with an igno- 
rance truly'invinciblez ſuchas exempts from fin, all thoſe whoa contrary 
to this Law. Having eſtabliſhed this principle, they then applyed their in- 
duſtry to ſtretch to the uttermoſt of their power this liberty of violating the 
Law of God without ſin; as alſo to increaſe the number of thoſe, who are 
to be deemed invincibly ignorant of the truth : which they have performed 
by comprehending utider this rank, all thoſe who ſee not the truth clearly 
in ſome moral matters ; 'and who only ſee ſome probable reaſon on each ſide. 
And thatart length,/toenlarge all the bounders that can poſſibly be invented 
to confine this unlimited liberty and indifference, of wing every thing 
that may be thought'probable ; they have wire-drawn it fo far ; as to make 
it lawful for thoſe who are in ſuſpen'e between two probable opinions, 
( though they believe at the ſame time, that one of them is more probable, 
and ſaferthan the other) to follow that which is the leſs probable, & leſs ſafe. 
And that as there was nothing wanting to the perfe&tion of this Science, of 
following all ſorts of probable opinions (which ipſo fa&o that they are pro- 
bable are ſafe according to them ) but to make them ſo common, that they 
might always be found in any ſubje&t whatſoever; rhey have been wonder- 
fully ſucceſsful in that exploit alſo ; by eſtabliſhing on the one ſide;that every 
probability ( though never ſo nicely taken) ſerveth to qualitie any opinion 
to be followed without-ſin, though at the beſt it be but probably probable; 
andon the other fide; that four Learned men, and oftentimes one alone, are 
ſufficient tomake an opinion probable : a maxim ſo current with them, that 
they look upon him as ſtupid and ignorant, that makes any difficulty to ac- 
knowledgeevery ovinion for probable,that is taught by four Authors. Hence 
it is;that:when aBiſhop condemns a propoſition, which he grants to be taught 
by ſome off theſe Noveliſts ; they think he gives them ſufficient cauſe to 
traduce-him; for 'a-man ignorant of common principles, and incapable of 
Learning, and conſequently to proceed to ſcoff at his injunRions. 
* 4. They bewail the diſorders and confuſions with which theſe new Pe-

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TOW As to the ſecond condition or requiſite, we ought (for any thing 
appears) to expe that to be brought to paſs, rather by the prayers 
and ſighs of pious Chriſtians ; than by the care and ſolicitude of Men : and 
to ſay truth, what can the Paſtors and Prelates of the Church do more, than 
publickly declare againſt the ſcandalous and moſt pernicious doctrines of 
theſe new Caſuiſts ; . as they have actually done, by ſo many cenſures as they 
have publiſhed againſt the moſt Infamous Apology for thoſe corrupted 
guides? or what could they do more that-addreſs themſelves tothe Popes as 
they have done, to Conjure them, that they would employ all the ſtrength 
of their Authority, to root out this Plague which infeted the Church of 
God? And in ſhort, what could the Popes. themſelves ( 4/exander the 7h. 
and I-nocent the Eleventh) do more, than forbid all Perſons, under the ſame 
ſevere excommunications as they have denounced ; to teach, or hold, or pra- 
Ate, thoſe damnable docrines? nevertheleſs it is to be feared;that theſe dif- 
obedient Maſters (if God's ſingular grace mould not their hearts anew) will 
not deſiſt from their ſaid doarines and practices ; but will endeavour to ju- 
Rike their perſeverance therein, by that principle of theirs which perſwades 
them, (as we have already intimated) that their probable Opinions are a- 
bove all Condemaations and Cenſures. "4 | 
And indeed there are three degrees, or pretences, by which they harden 
their obſtinacy, until it become altogether incorrigible. Firſt, by abuſing 
the Churches long-ſufferance, they have the impudence to publiſh, that ſhe 
_ authoriſes their extravagant maxims becauſe ſhe ſuffers them ; and that her 
filence in theſe caſes is equivalent to her conſent or approbation, as may be 
ſeen alledged by theſe Feloits, Bauny and Maſcarenhas, the latter of which 
teacheth boldly, in his :5. Treatiſe, Number 491. That it ought to be under- 
food that the Church licenſeth all that ſbe ſuffers to be tanght and publiſhed by 
Caſuiſts, Which ſaid dofrine is maintained by their aſk Writers alſo. 
Secondly, their Confidence carries them further yer, even to pretend, that 
the Biſhops cannot forbid their Books, (ſuch as Dians's for example) bur 
only in the ſame manner as-merchandiſe are forbid ; at the moſt as acciden- 
rally hurtful, but not as evil in themſelves ; to which purpoſe their Diſciple 
Garamoxel, in the 89. 137. 'and 393. Pages of his Fandementel Theologie, - 
tells us expreſly : «© That Biſhops may forbid the Books of Caſuiſts, as Men:
